If by this is meant the constant 
raising of a larger supply than is 
needed, it is difficult to conceive 
of any remedy except reduced pro- 
duction in any such commodity.

000 was on agricultural products 
“levied solely to protect the farm- 
er.” he pointed out, continuing: 

“Thus 80 per cent of our imports 
either come in free or pay a duty 
to protect the farmer. is must 
be further increased by $250,000,- 
600 more of imported luxuries like 
diamonds, fine rugs, silks, cut glass, 
Jewelry and mahogany. These 
items cannot affect the prosperity 
of the farmer. This brings the to- 
tal of imports up to 88 per cent, 
which are either free or luxuries, 
or protected to help the farmer 
and leaves only 12 per cent of our 
imports upon which the agricul- 
tural industry pays any part of the 
tariff. 

PERCENTAGES GIVEN 
“But, on the other hand, our 
industrial and city population pays 
the tariff on the $780,000,000 worth 
of agricultural imports and also 
participates in the $500,000,000 
worth of imports outside of lux- 
urle While the farmer pays 
part of the duties on 12 per cent 
of our imports, which do not bene- 
fit him, industry and aommerce 
per part of the duty on 86 per 
cent of the imports which do not 
benefit them. 

“But if we take all that the 
farmer buys for his household and 
farm operation and subtract from 
it articles dutiable to protect the

farmer, the free list and luxuries, 
we should have left less than 10 
per cent of his e nditures. This 
means that less than 10 per cent 
of farm purchases are at an in- 
creased cost, which is adverse to 
the farmer. Admitting that the 
price of these purchases is in- 
creased by the full amount of the 
duty, this means that the total ad- 
verse cost to the farmer on account 
of the tariff is only between 1 per 
dend and 3 per cent of his pur- 
chases 


“Many economists consider that 
even this calculation as to the con- 
tribution of our farmers to the 
tariff is overestimated. their 
expenditures include many items 
for labor and service on which 
there is no duty, the proportion of 
total expenditure on dutiable ar- 
ticles outside the three lists above 
mentioned ig not 10 per cent, but 
only 8 per cent or 4 per cent of 
his total expenditures. Thus, even 
assuming that the farmer pays 
tariff on this ratio of goods, hie ex- 
penditures- would only de in- 
creased by one-third of 3 per cent 
or 4 per cent, or not over 1 1-3 


“We are also exporters as well 
as importers. Protection greatly 
aids diversification and so elim 
nates an unprofitable surplus. Un- 
der our tariff our flax acreage has 
increased from 1,641,000 in 1921 
to 3,093,000 in 1926.

“Much of this would o 
have been devoted to wheat, in- 
creasing the surplus and further 
demoralizing that market. The 
same principle holds in relation to 
sugar, wool and other agricultural 
pre ducts, 

“But the largest benefite ac- 
cruing to the farmer come from 
supplying him with home markets. 
What the farmer raises must be 
sold either at home or abroad. 
Our per capita consumption of 
butter, sugar, meats, eggs, milk 
and tobacco is far above those of 
foreign countries. When the 
pression of 1920 came and 5.000. 
000 of our Wage earners were un- 
employed their consumption of 
the more expe agricultural 
supplies, such as animal products, 
fell 18 per cent below what it 
had been beforé and what it de- 
came again when employment in- 
creased. This was more than the 
amount of our exports. 


“Prosperity in our industries is 


of more value to the farmer than 
the whole export market for food- 
stuffs. Protection has contributed 
in our country to making employ- 
ment plentiful, with the highest 
wages and highest standards of 
living in the world, which is of in- 
estimable benefit to our agricul- 
tural and industrial population. 
General economic stability is of the 
utmost importance to the farmer, 
and a depression in industry with 
the attendant unemployment would 
— the farmer an incalculable in- 
ry.”

Advertising, which is working so 
tremendously for industry, is do-

om made today by Secretary Jar- 
@Gine of the Agrioculturg! Depart- 
ment in his annual report. 

The Secretary said that while 
there has been a general improve- 
ment during the past year, farm 
conditions are not yet satisfactory. 

Declaring for a general over- 
havling of all freight rates, he 

that revision should take 
into account the market value of 
products as reflected over a 
reapfonabie period of years, and 
“likewise the influence of freight 
rates on the economic  develop- 
ment of different regions and of 
the country as a whole.” 

“In relation to prewar condi- 
tions,” said the report, the prices 
of farm products are not yet on a 
par with freight rates. The level 
of farm commodity prices in Sep- 
tember was 144 per cent of the 
prewar average, whereas freight 
on agricultural commodities 
158 cent of the prewar 


products fluctuate 
year to year, where- 
rates are stable and are 
not fr tly changed.” 
BASING FARM RATES 
N wae added that farm freight 
rates should be based on a con- 
tinuing set of general conditions, 
mot on those of ay given year, 
n freight rates can be made 
more fiexible, being raised when 
‘prites are high and lowered when 
“@ecline, within reasonable 


Pointing to the greatly in-

One of the most important fac- 
tors which contribute to the ex- 
ceasive taxation of agriculture is 
the tendency of many States to 
im ve the public schools and 

roads largely at the expense 
of the local districts.” 

Natural development of co-oper- 
orgthizations as a specific 
need in agriculture, the report as- 
serted, makes it seem obvious that 
governmental supervision and con- 
trol are not desirable. Excessive 
regulation, it said, will mother the 
movement. 


DEPARTMENT CO-OPERATING 
“What the department is already 
Going.” the report stated, indi- 
cates the nature of the service it 
can give to co-operation. It is 
studying marketing problems, ex- 
amining the causes of success and 
faflure in co-operation, advising | 
farmers, aiding them in extending 
their markets, giving market serv- 
ices and in general is helping pro- 
@ucers correlate their production 


“What the government can 40 
further to assist the co-operative 
movement depends upon the funds 
available for such work and the 
demands of the co-operative asso- 
eiations. The department stands 
ready to extend ite services to the 
full extent of its present facilities, 
and to recommend such enlarge - 
ments of its research work and 
services as shall appear advisable 
after consultation with co-opera- 
tive organizations and a careful 
study of their needs.” 

The Secretary criticised the pol- 
fey of “permitting the public do- 
main to be sporadically occupied 
Sy homesteaders in holdings of un- 
form size with little reference to 
the capacity of such holding to 
maintain a family except as de- 
the inexperienced set- 

er.” 

“Furthermore, allowing the un- 
appropriated and unreserved lands 
ef the public domain to be used 
@e grezing commons,” the report 
continue. “has greatly increased 
the instability of the live-stock in- 
dustry of the West. Denuded range 
lands can be restored under a sys- 
tem of regulated grazing. However, 
ft is impossible to employ such 
methods of utilization on the 180. 
000,000 acres of unallotted and un- 
reserved public domain under our 
existing land policy.”

Ag- 
riculture production for the year 
as a whole was well balanced. and 
measured in terms of income, the 
general economic position of ag- 
riculture promises to be “at least 
equal to, if not slightly better than 
that of last year.” 

Gross income from 
amounted to $1,900,000,000 com- 
pared with $1,400,000,000 in the 
crop year of 1923-1924. Gross in- 
come from meat animals amounted 
to approximately $2,600,000,000, 
compared with $2,200,000,000 in 
1923-1924. Farm production gen 
erally last year increased, in reve- 
nue, 7 per cent over the previous 
year, from $11,300,000,000 to $12,- 
100,000,C00, these incomes being 
well above those earned during the 
period of depression, but below 
the earnings of normal years. 

Farmers are receiving better 
prices for their products, the re- 
port said, than at any time in the 
last five years.

Only four witnesses were called 
today to wind up the Navy testi- 
mony, which is to be supplemented 
with come documentary evidence 
later.

Burgess, 
Lieutenant-Commander Mitscher 
and Capt. W. H. Standley. 

Commander Frost testified as « 
naval etrategiet expert, advising 
the court that the United States 
need fear no air invasion from the 
4irection of Asia, the Bering 
Strait, the Aleutian Islands or 
Alaska, at least until the enemy 
power attained a naval strength in 
the Pacific of three to one against 
this country. 

Mr. Burgen aeronautical engt- 
neer of the Navy Department, said 
the dirigible Shenandoah'’s auto- 
matic gas valves had been reduced 
from eighteen to eight against his 
recommendations. He also eK 
pressed the opinion that the Brit- 
ish dirigible R-38 had encountered 
disaster because it was improperly 
ventilated. 

Commander Mitscher produced 
the Roosevelt-Patrick correspond- 
ence relating to the Army-Navy ar- 
rangement to alternate in using 
racing airplanes in the Pulitzer 
races. He declared there has nev- 
er been any arrangement by which 
one service would take the “races” 
one year and the other the next. 

Capt. Standley described the or- 
ganization in procedure of the 
joint Army-Navy aeronautical 
board, showing that in so far as it 
determined aviation policies air 
officers of the Army and Navy pre- 
dominated, four of the six board 
members being either qualified air 
pilots or observers.

Southland Rum

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7— 
The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals today reversed three 
Southern California liquer convic- 
tions because of faulty warrants. 

The verdicts against James Ben 
and Charles Collura at Los An- 
geles were reversed on the ground 
that the original search warrants 
did not state that there was liquor 
in the premises of the defendants 
and were issued merely on the 
knowledge and belief of the ar- 
resting officer that the premises 
did contain liquor. The conviction 
of George Kohler of Gan ‘Luis 
Obispo was overturned on the 
grounds that there was no suffi- 
cient statement of a violation of 
the law in the arresting warrant. 

The court also found ‘nthe 
cases of Bell and Collura that the 
trial court had entered into an 
agreement to release Mrs. Bell 
suspicion as an accoraplice in the 
event that the defendants would 
not appeal. Bell appealed, how- 
ever.

by Secretary Work to the Pres- 
dent and Congress today.

had been adjudicated and reported 


ninety claims examined during the 
last year an

wards of $950,000 remained out of 


the original appropriation of 18. 
600,000. Five suits by claimants 
are pending, challenging the in- 
terpretations of the act and its 
amendments by the Secretary. The 
Supreme Court ha- sustained the 
view that the secretary has exclu- 
sive jurisdiction to construe the act 
and this ruling has foreclosed many 
claims, which, according to the re- 
port, would otherwise have ex- 
hausted the appropriation without 
satisfying all the claims of like 
character.

Secretary regarded the administra- 
tion of the act fully and finally ex- 
ecuted it with the exception noted.

WASHINGTON, Dec. peti- 
tion for the purpose of instituting 
a suit to upset the patent to the 
Rancho Lomas De Santiago, in 
Orange county, California, has been 
denied by the Secretary of the In- 
terior upon the advice of the At- 
torney-General. The petition was 
presented on behalf of Ben Mo- 
London and others and was filed 


last year. It asserted that there 


had been included in the survey 
an excess of approximately 29,000 
acres over that granted by the 
Mexican government to the original 
patentee, Theodora Yorba. 

An inquiry by the General Land 
Office showed that the area of the 
original grant was 47,000 acres 
and that in October, 1852, the 
patent petition of Yor was con- 
firmed by the United States Board 
of Land Commissioners for the 
State of California. Subsequently 
the petition was confirmed by the 
United States District Court and 


the tent was finally granted by 


the United States in 1868. 


In a decision in 
case the Attorney- held 
that legal action is barred by an 
Act of Congress of March 3, 1891, 


and that sound public policy does 


not require new legislation to dis- 
turb the present pfoperty laws of 
California in the absence of new 
facts.

RATE HELD 
SEASONAL 


Present Situation Seen as 
Usual for December by 
Moody's Survey 


Moody's weekly review of finan- 
cial conditions in its current issue 
says in part: 

“Call money rates usually aver- 
age higher in December than in 
November, and will * do 80 
this year. Yet stock prices more 
often than otherwise move up or 
down parallel with interest rates. 

“Besides this, December is «4 
more comfortable month for the 
New York money market than it 
was before the establishment of the 
Federal reserve system. It is so 
because the interior Federal re- 
serve banks now finance the 
autumn boom to a large extent, 
whereas the New York City banks 
formerly carried this burden. 

“As a consequence the loans of 
member banks in this city now 
have a habit of diminishing as 
compared with deposits during De- 
cember, although formerly they 
used to increase.

Reservoir W ater 


Would Obviate Need for 
Building Dam 


Proposal Seen as Solution 
of Canfon Issue 


The olive branch of peace was 
extended to Pasadena yesterday by 
the Los Angeles County Flood Con- 
trol District in the Ban Gabriel dam 
controvesy. 

The district offered to store up 
to 65,000 acre feet of water for

railroad up the canyon so the dis- 
trict cam construct a dam at Three 
Forks, Roy Dowds, special coun- 
sel for the district, conveyed the 
offer to Pasadena and action by 
that city is awaited. 

WILL HAVE SURPLUS 

According to Dowds, 128,000 
acre feet of water will suffice for

HE WORLD COURT | 

International disputes are inevitable. 
The clash of public interests of peoples is 
as certain as the clash of private interests. 
Once these private disputes were decided 
by personal encounters. In the Middle 
Ages such duels were called “The judg- 
ment of God.” But at the present time 
the Federal government, the different State 
governments and the county governments 
have established civil courts where such 
disputes are decided and composed. 

Why should our government, with a sys- 
tem of civil courts the equal of any in the 
world, decline to ald tn establishing a court 
with civil jurisdiction over the disputes of 
nations? Why should we alone of the world 
powers adhere to the process of settling 
such international disputes by armed en- 
counters? 

Members of the Federal Senate who op 
pose our accepting membership in the 
World Court have been casting about vain- 
ly for plausible arguments to support a con- 
tention which in justice, in logic and in 
the light of modern progress is wholly un- 
tenable. International disputes must be set- 
tled either by law or by war. Our Pres- 
dent, supported by an overwhelming ma- 


settlements, A group in the Senate, com- 
posed almost wholly of men smarting un- 
der disappointed political ambitions, elect 
for a settlement by the sword. 

Yet they do not possess the courage of 
the pretended convictions. They seek to 
camoufiage their position by asserting that 
they favor a World Court, but not the 
World Court now in existence. Their only 
hope for success lies in making the pre- 
tended best the enemy of the actual good. 
They are not willing to make use of avail- 
able means of progress. lu fact, they are 
sorry pettifoggers. 

Any World Court must of necessity be 
one which the leading powers, the most en- 
lightened peoples, will accept. It must be 
one that fs not established in the inter- 
ests of a single people, but of all peoples. 
From a strictly American point of view 
it is possible that the present international 
court is not perfect. But it is more nearly 
perfect than any other medium that has 
ever been established for composing inter- 
national differences. The judges are nom- 
inated by The Hague Court of Arbitration, 
& tribunal which our government helped to 
establish and in which we now hold mem- 
bership. They are elected by the Council 
and the Assembly of the League of Nations; 
and it is in this election that the opponents 
of the World Court find a pretext for their 
opposition. 

They would pose as superpatriots. They 
pretend that they have a higher interest 
in preserving the national independence 
than have those who favor adherence to 
the World Court. A very brief examina 
tien of the political records of the most of 
the Senate objectors is sufficient to show 
that they have not only feet of clay, but 
heads of ivory. Their counsel has been 
almost invariably rejected since the World 
War, and our country has prospered greatly 
thereby. 

The Harding-Hughes-Coolidge reservations 
to the resolution accepting membership ful- 
ly preserve our country’s freedom of ac 
tion. There is nothing in the constitution 

the court to compe us to submit any 
dispute to that tribunal. We accept no 


part in making them; 
late ourselves from the rest of the world 
by declining to recognize international law 
because we are not a member of the tribu- 
nal that tnterprets that law.

That discussion 
will tell the country nothing that it does 
not now know. It will change no votes. 


And it ts well for the country that almost) 
three-fourths of the membership of the Sen- 
ate favors the resolution, which contains 
the Harding-Hughes-Coolidge terms. 

A two-thirds vote is necessary for the 
adoption of the resolution, and the object- 
ors hope to be able to defeat it by a m. 
nority vote. But present indications are 
that they will be disappointed. 

And it is fortunate for the country that 
most ot the States have made a better se 
lection of their representatives in the Sen- 
ate than has California. If the question 
were to be submitted to a State referen- 
um it would carry in California by a rous 
That was indicated when 


tional Convention to -vote for President 
Coolidge. But, if the vote were to be de 
cided by Calffornia’s Senators alone, the 
resolution would be defeated. For, while 
Senator Shortridge will give it his cordial 
support, Senator Johnson is on record 
against it. 

A recent poll of the Senate taken by 
representatives of the.New York Times 
showed that forty-two Republicans and 
thirty-eix Democrats favored the resolution. 
Ten Republicans, three Democrats and one 
Farmer-Labor member were recorded 
against it and four were listed as doubtful. 

The Times feels it is only just that the 
majority of the Democrats in the Senate 
should be commended for their stand. They 
have joined with the Republicans in making 
the iseue a national one, not a partisan one. 
If the resolution is adopted neither of the 
two leading parties can make political cap 
ital out of it. And thus it should be. The 
security of our government is made doubly 
sure when two-thirds of the Senate can set 
aside partisan divisions and unite on na 
tional and patriotic issues.

From what seem to be trustworthy re 
ports from Mukden, Gen. Chang Tso-Lin, 
erstwhile war lord, hag been overthrown, 
his prestige gone and his army disbanded. 
This is the result of a series of defeats, be- 
ginning two months ago in Shanghai, fol- 
lowed by those at Hschow, Tsi-nan and Chin 
Chow-Fu. 

It is not told in the dispatches how long 
or how bloody the battles have been be 
tween Changes forces and those of Gen. Wa 
Pei-Fu which have been pressing bim 80 
hard since the early part of October, but, 
save the disastrous rout on the Hoang-bo, 
where several thousand men, chiefly Rus- 
sian mercenaries, were slain, it is doubtful 
that ere has been anything like whole 
sale bloodshed. Chang is said to have re- 
tired from Shanghai without fring a shot, 
and he has been driven from other strong- 
holds by a mere show of force on the part 
of Wu or his subordinate officers. 

Ather there was something inherently 
weak at the outset in Chang's “splendid 
Manchurian troops” or else weakness has 
developed recently through distrust and dis 
affection. Those who remembered the stub- 
born battles waged for 8 { last yeur 
were amazed that such an y held post- 
tion should have been so readily given up 
to an outnumbered foe. And the whirl of 
events in China since that evacuation-— 
events in which Chang has shown an im- 
potency altogether inconsistent with bis for- 
mer professions of strength—has been hope 
lessly mystifying to outsiders, including, as 
it has, sudden erratic movements toward 
Peking and other places, strange lapses, 
false attacks and sham-battle tactics that 
have made the Manchurian war lord seem 
to be staging a wild motion-picture conflict 
in which no head or tail was visible. 

Panic has played its part in the defeat 
of Chang, and this panic evidently has 
been due to well-espread propaganda. Gen. 
Wu made it appear to the Manchurians that 
all of Central China had risen and rallied 
under his banner and that be suddenly had 
become invincible. These scarehead re- 
ports and the fact that the Manchurian 
troops did not relish the idea of fighting 
shoulder to shoulder with paid foreigners—- 
Russians and Japanese—and in more than 
one case turned their rifies upon them, de- 
stroyed the morale of Chang's soldiers and 
made them ready to run at sight of Wu's 
warriors. 

It must be disheartening to Feng Lu- 
Hsiang, “the Christian general,” that he 
has been unable to join in the chase after 
Chang and to be in at the death at Muk- 
den, for he had declared his own little war 
on Chang. He was thwarted in his pursuit 
of him, however, by Gen. Li Ching-Ling, 
Governor of Chihli, who would not let him 
pass through his province. This curious 
move has given rise to a war within a war, 
which may last for some time, as Li is 
acting at the instigation of Gen. Wu in 
order, it would seem, to make further mys- 
tifying complications and to string out the 
weird movie film of Hodge-Podge War in 
China.” the plot of which only the smal! 
boys in the front seats can understand, and 
only these omniscient youths know who, 
when and what to applaud. 


IGHTS OF THE STATES 

The Democrats have always claimed 
to be the especial champions of State rights. 
The Bourbons have ever asserted their lead- 
ership in the matter of preserving the privi- 
leges and traditions of individual States. 
As a matter of fact, all citizens are much 
in accord in sustaining this program. Uncle 
Sam is strictly an uncle.
